The manager of the twins has filed 
a claim for $400 against their estate. 
Their brother, Frank, the son Franz 
and the personal maid of tbe twins 
Insist that the estate shall also pay 
their fare back to Czecho-Slovakia. 
These claims complicate the question 
as to whether *re estate of the sisters 
shall be probated here or in Czecho- 
slovakia, Although frequently urged 
to do so, the twins never made a will. 
They had sent most of their money 
back- to Czecho-Slovakia, and own a. 
fine farm in that country.

Dcheine appears so sound and oo prac- 
ticable and corrects such obvious oviU 
that its limitations are not always 
seen. Tho farmer may reason that as 
the co-operative association can mar- 
ket 3.000 pounds of his tobacco at ft 
better figure than he ever received 
before, the association can do equally 
well with a 10,000-pound crop. 
He 


may therefore be disposed to set out 
far more tobacco than in the old days 
of private marketing. 
This 
has 
happened! as everyone 


knows, time and time again in to- 
bacco, in cotton and even In wheat. 
Give some farmers a rood price for 
this year's crop and they will bent 
down next year's price by increasing 
their acreage. 
Each generation of 
farmers has cut Its own throat. 
If 
they do the same 
thing now, the 
planters will be playing directly Into 
the hands of the buyers. It will be 
human nature, at tho outset, for the 
purchasers of the farmers' tobacco to 
test out the strength of the associa- 
tion, especially as many of; the man- 
ufacturers have a surplus of the leaf 
in storage at thii. time 
The next 
fcason may open late and be slow. 
If 
in thfse circu-mstances, planters 


hold very large crops that have to be 
sold quickly, the resources of the as- 
sociation may be so taxed that the 
market will break badly. Should that 
happen, growers will not blame them- 
selves, but the plan of co-operative 
buying in eome instances may yield 
to the enemy. 
Op the contrary. If 
tho crop of 1§22 is light, farmer* may 
be assured -of all the advantages at 
brisk demand plus all the benefits of 
wise marketing. 
The result will be 


financial strength to the association. 
encouragement to the farmer and the 
speedy ending of any campaign di- 
rected against tho association. 
Co-operative marketing cannot up- 


set the lawn of supply and demand. 
That muat be remembered. 
If the 
farmer is guilty of overproduction, 
not all the warehouses and all the 
credit of the strongest organization 
can save him from ultimate loss. 
The co-operative association must 


not be handicapped by foolish, greedy 
and selfisjj overproduction at the very 
beginning of what may be a wonder-

Every 
province m the Dominion has in- 
creased its population except Prince 
Edward Island and Yukon — the In- 
crease having been largest, naturally, 
in tha western proMnces. with the ex- 
ception of Yukon, and smallest In the 
east 
The rate of population in Cana- 


da in this period has been larger than 
that of the United States in the cor- 
responding period, for the rate of In-

1810 and
